Wallace an Interesting Witness. 

Another interesting witness was James. 
T. Wallace, an attorney, of Cripple 
Creek, who served with the militia, first 
as a private and then as a lfeutenant 
during the strike of 1903-04. He re- 
lated several instances as tending to 
show the misuse of the power ofr the 
militia by the mine owners; gave the 
criminal records of some of the gun 
fighters imported by the mine owners; 
told of the working of the card sys- 
tem; recited the circumstances connected 
with the looting Of the union stores and 
a newspaper office, and swore that he 
saw K. C. Sterling, chief detective for 
the mine owners, +. the first shot in 
the Victor riot the day of the Indepen- 
dence station explosion. 

As to the card system by the Mine 
Owners’ association, Wallace said these 
cards, permitting men to go back to 
work, were issued only to the miners 
who renounced allegiance to the West- 
ern Federation of Miners. He also told 
of orders issued by the militia, Instruct- 
ing the merchants, grocers, etc., of the 
district’ not to sell any- goods to the 
members of families of members of the 
Western Federation of Miners. This was 
after the federation stores had been de- 
molished. Wallace said he often saw 
Floyd Thompson at the offices of the 
Mine Owners’ association and knew 
that he was either secretary or assis- 
tant secretary. 

“Did you see ‘Kid’ Walters and other 
union men at militia headquarters and 
‘the officers of the Mine Owners’ ‘asso- 
ciation?” 

“Yes, sir.’’ ‘

Dalfén, Ge., July  1.—(Special.)—Dock 
‘Posey, a white man, who had confessed 
to outraging his nine-year-old step- 
daughter, was lynched here between | 
and: 2 0’clock this morning.

marched in an orderly manner to the 
county jail and demanded Posey. 

Covered by guns in the hands of every 
member of the crowd, Jailor Britton was 
compelled to surrender the keys. En- 
tering the jail, the crowd went to the 
j cell occupied by Posey, secured him, 
| Placed him in a buggy, and drove to the 
| Gordon street viaduct, and hung him to 
'@ crossbeam. 

Body Was Left Hanging. 
no confusion in 


There was absolutely 
ithe crowd. Marching 


in double file, 
| they collected several policemen and 


| forced them to accompany them. Not a 
‘single shot was fired, and Posey was 
left hanging for the citizens to find this 
morning at 6:30. The body was cut 
down. 

Before the hanging, the prisoner was 
asked if he committed the crime and 
why he did it. He answered that he 
was guilty, but that he did not intend 
to harm the girl. At this the crowd 
hooted and with the words, ‘“‘Die with a 
lie in your movwth,” the buggy was 
driven from under him and he was left 
swaying to and fro to slowly “thoke to 
death. 

On the way to the viaduct, Posey 
asked the crowd to pray for him, and 
he met his fate without a single outcry. 

The crime struck the entire city with 
horror. Never before had there been 
such an outrage in the county as that 
committed by Posey. After outraging 
he young girl, he himself brought her to 
the city and accused another man of the 
outrage. 

nother Outrage Attempted. 

The. wife of Posey asserts that just 
the week before an attempt was made 
to outrage her older daughter by Posey, 
but nothing was done at the time. Thg 
young victim was in a very critical 
condition, but this morning she is great- 
ly improved and hopes are held out for 
her ultimate recovery. 

Posey had been living In this aes 
only one week, having moved here fro 
Walker county. He lived fn one of the 
section houses at Rocky Face. 

At I'l o’clock Saturday morning, Posey 
came to the city with his young victim 
and went to the office of Dr. Wood. 
The physician. was out of his office, so 
the tw immediately went to the office 
of Dr. J. S. Rollins, who. on making an 
examination and seeing the critical con- 
ditfon of his patient, quickly summoned 
Dre. McAfee and Erwin. 

Officers were notified, and Posey was 
taken to the Whitfield county jail, where 
he was locked in the murderers’. cell. 
At first he denied his guflt. but Sunday 
morning he made a complete confegsion, 
teline exactly how the deed was com- 
mitted.

July report on cotton of The Journal 
of Commerce, which: will appear to- 
morrow, makes the condition 74.2 per 
cent. This compares with 69.0 last 
month, a raise of 5.2, and with 82.7 at 
the same time last year, 81.2 in (905 
and 83.2 in i904. This is the lowest 
condition in June on record, the near- 
est approach to it being in 1900, when 
the government's estimate was 75.8. 
Texas and Alabama increased 6 points 
and 84 points respectively, ‘while 
North Carolina decliné@ 3.2. All other 
States, except Missouri, shows moder- 
ate improvement. 

The striking feature of the present 
report is the universally favorable 
‘weather conditions ‘continuing two to 
three weeks. Reports are generally 
conhicting, but compared with a month 
ago show much improvement. 

The crop had such a late start that 
plants are still small and stands gen- 
erally poor. Cultivation is excellent, 
and, with a few exceptions, fields are 
clear of grass.

Railroads and Fair Dealing. 

Governor Charles E. Hughes, of 
New York, through whose influence 
the public utilities bill for the regula- 
tion and control of public service cor- 
|porations in the state-of Now York 
'was forced through the legislature of

We want more; we want extension; we 
want greater facilities. We want every 
Rosato afforded to enable the peo- 
ple to remove their produce, and we 
want fair treatment to those who are 
engaged in this very necessary activity. 

Yet it is said that, despite the pros- 
perity of the country and the great 
benefits that have been derived from 
the extension of our transportation fa- 
cilities, there is a state of unrest; that 
j|there is a general condition of discon- 
| tent throughout the country. Why? Is 
‘it because of extension of means of 
communication? Will any cne suggest 
| to an intelligent audience that Ameri- 
can citizens are in revolt against their 
{Own prosperity? 
| What they revolt against is dishonest 
finance. What they are tn _ rebellion 
against is favoritism which gives a 
chance to One man to move his goods 
and not to another; which givés one 
man one set of terms and another set 
to his rival; which makes one man rich 
by giving him access to the seaboard 
and drives another man into bank- 
ruptcy, or into combination with his 
more successful conipetitor. 

It is a revolt against all the influences 
which have grown out of an unlicensed 
| freedom and of a failure to recognize 
‘that these great privileges, so necessary 
| for public welfare, have been created by 
‘the public for the public benefit,. and 
| not primarily for private advantage. 

A calm and judicial expression, un- 
re in its logic, just in its anal- 
ysis and comprehensive in its grasp 
of the subject. It is not the protes- 
tation of the demagogue seeking 
pepular favor, but the dispdssionate, 
deliberate judgment of a_ thoughtful 
man. The whole complex problem is 
reduced to a simple question of hon- 
esty and fair dealing. 

Governor -Hughes has impressed 
himself wpon the country as a man 
who does his own thinking. The re- 
publican party might do far worse 
than to consider his presidential: at- 
tributes seriously.

This 
form of fow) proceeding is no. longer 
to be tolerated on our streets. <AlJ 
chickens- héreafter - delivered at our 
doors for fries, stews, roasts, .or 
broyles, shall be conveyed with heads 


| proudly erect. 
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Fortune smiles on- our feathered bi- 
peds. . “Heads up!"’ is to be their atti- 
tude before the law, and “heads down” 
is. cruelty to animals, to the extent of 
thirty days. for the featherless perpe- 
trator. 

A ~~ great achievement in behalf of 
dumb creation has been made. Chick- 
ens are protected from tiie dangers of 
a rush of blood to the head. it only 
remains for the zealous workers for 
prevention of cruelty to evolve some 
means by which woodpeckers shall only 
Climb, and parrots only swing, “heads 
up, " “while dfcks dive and miasticate 

“tails down.’’ 

While official ‘defenders of animal 
rights are devising means for .reform- 
ing the ways of their Creator, I respect- 
fully beg to offer a, practical suggestion. 

The question occurs to me, how is the 
new edict to be carried into effect? 
iHow are ajl chickens*in Atlanta to here- 
after be made to appear in public only 
With “‘neads up?’ 

A short stroil on any shopping street 
or favorite--drive: in town wii show 
the solution of this gerious problem to 
any seeker after humane protection to 
animals, 

A few days: ago I counted seven 
horses at once on a single biock on 
Whitehall street with heads checked 
to the eievation of brutal] cruelty, Their 
heads were up, forcibly held so vy tight 
check-reins. Humanity, common’ picy, 
dictates that these poor, open-mouthed 
dumb brutes be allowed to lower their 
heads. The drivers and owners of these 
maltreated beasts would be fined or im- 
prisoned in any city with a~>genuinely 
active humane society or efficiently ad- 
ministered law. 

Chickens are no longer to be allowed 
to appear ‘“hedds down.’’ Horses are 
now cruelly driven “heads up.’ The 
cruelly short check-rein- now on mal- 
treated horses, if removed, would not 
only bring relief to the steeds but if 
utilized to enforce the new policy of 
‘heads up” on chickens would at least 
be serving a more humane and useful 
purpose. 

I really see in the recent action a good 
omen. Having begun at one extreme— 
the humble peddler of ‘poultry—may we 
not hope athat our Humane’ society and 
court oar sometime reach the other ex- 
treme, the owners of cruelly checked 
driving horses? Let us hope that the 
campaign, begun with “heads up” for 
chickens may finally include ‘*theads 
down” for cruelly overchecked horses?

Conference on State Affairs. 

All of the state house officers called 
on Governor Smith yesterday morning, 
assured him of their hearty coopera- 
tion in making his administration a 
success, and for some time discussed 
informally certain interesting state 
matters. 

It was suggested that the present 
method of paying pensions be changed 
so as to make them payable quarter- 
ly instead of once yearly, and it is not 
unlikely that the legislature will be 
asked to pass a bill making this. pro- 
vision. Practically the only difficulty 


in the way of the change is the large 
amount of extra work the new system 
would entail, as it would require the 
issuance of 60,000 checks and as many 
warrants every year, instead pf 15,000 
of each as at present. It is believed, 
however, that by holding a large por- 
tion of the pension money in the 
treasury throughout the year, paying 
it out in quarterly instalments, the 
problem of paying the school teachers 
of the state would be in a large meas- 
ure solved. The only question appears 
to be as to how the 15,000 veterans 
and widows would like waiting from 
quarter to. quarter for their money, 
instead of drawing it all in a lump 
sum as now.

,may be promptly paid for their work.

Examination of State Banks. 

A bill has been prepared under the 
direction of Chairman Joseph A. Mc- 
Cord, of the legislative committee of 
the Georgia Bankers’ Association, and 
which will be introduced in the house 
today by Mr. Holder of Jackson, the 
object of which will be to provide a 
more thorough and effective system 
for the examination of the state banks. 

It is proposed in this measure to 
give the state bank examiner, Captain 
R. E. Park, an additional force of as- 
sistants, and to have two examina- 
tions a. year made-of each state bank. 
At present, with only one assistant, 
State Bank Examiner Park is unable 
to get around to all the banks once 
each year. There are 4/0 of them in 
the state, and last year sixty had to 
go unexamined because of lack of 
time in which to do the work. 

The state is not asked to make any 
appropriation whatever to pay the ex- 
penses of examination, the bankers of 
Georgia having agreed eath to pay 
incir pro rata part of the entire ex- 
pense, which, it fs stated, will amount 
to $10,000 or $12,000 a year. Under the 
present plan the state pays half and 
the banks pay half, but the proposed 
new law will relieye the. state of all 
expense in this connection. The same 
bill was before the last legislature, 
| but lost out on account of the rush at 
the close of the session. 


Will Deny Liability. 

It is pretty well settled that the Louls- 
ville and Nashvilie Railroad company 
will deny Hability for taxation on its 
new freight terminals built in the yards 
of the Georgia Railroad and Banking 
company, in Atlanta, and said to have 
cost approximately $1,000,000, on the 
grounds that they are the property of 
the Georgia railroad and are exempt 
from taxation under its charter. 

C..O. Bradford, land agent for the L. 
and. N., practicaHy so stated to. Comp- 
troller General W. A. Wright yesterday, 
but said he would let him know defi- 
nitely by wire today whether his com- 
pany would assume that attitude. He 
stated that the L. and N. had loaned 
the money to the Georgia raiJroad with 
which to build these freight terminals, 
and now the L. and N. proposes to lease 
them from the Georgia road and let the 
lease money gradually extinguish the 
indebtedness. 

The comptroller general contends that 
this property was not; constructed for 
the use of the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking company, and cannot, there- 
fore, under any construction of the char- 
ter of that road, be exempt from taxa- 
tion. Unless the road sees fit to make 
a proper return of it, he will. proceed to 
assess it, which will mean probably a 
long fight In the courts before the ques- 
tion is finally determined.

right to its control nor any motive for 


its preservation. 

“The conclusive demonstration of 
this is seen in the fact that the mode. 
ment that this unlawful custody was! 
challenged by the action of the court, 
it was immediately abandoned; more) 
than $40,000,000, perhaps, of property 
was abandoned by these wrongdoers 
with the stroke of a pen, an they 
have since then asserted - no right to 
the. custody which was thus 
rupted. The property of a corporation, 
like all other trusts, is a legitimate 
subject under proper circumstances 
for reception and protection by a court 
of equity.” 

Citing certain facts which showed 
the control over the Central by the 
Terminal Company, a control, if any- 
thing, less effective than that exer- 
cised by ownership of the entire cap- 
ital stock by the Southern today, 
Judge Speer shows wherein and why 
the Georgia constitution was violated. 
He said: 

“The control was absolute. Then is 
it true that this tends to defeat com- 
petition and create monopoly. Is it not 
also true that the Terminal Company 
controlled the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railroad Company and the 
Richmond and Danville Railroad Com- 
pany. If the Terminal Company is 
bound by its annual reports and by the 
signature of its president, then {[t is 
true. On page 6, of the reports of 
the Richmond and West Point Terminal] 
Railway and Warehouse Company for 
the year !/89!, a report signed by John 
HH. Inman, president, and directed to 
the stockholders of that company, this 
language occurs: 

“*Your system may now be properly 
Classed in three divisions, the Rich- 
mond and Danville, operating 5,835 
miles; the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia, operating 2,614 #miles; and 
the Georgia railroad, leased jointly by 
the Louisville and Nashville and the 
Central Railroad and Banking Company, 
of Georgia and roads controlled by the 
Central and the Georgia raflroad, form- 
ing a subdivisio no fthe Central sys- 
tem operating 604 miles.’ 

“Can anything be more conclusive? 
‘Are these lines competitive with the 
Central Ratlroad and Banking Company 
of Georgia? Upon that subject the tes- 
timony of Shellman, ‘traffic manager 
of the latter company, is uncontradict- 
ed. They are competitive at every 
point. -From the Tennessee line to the 
Atlantic coast, the East Tennessee and 
‘Central are competitive {In the local] 
traffic of the state, and if the Terminal 
controls the Danville and the East Ten- 
nessee, these holdings of that com- 
pany are both competitive with th¢ 
lines of the Central. “Then, it is true 
that the entire freight and passenger 
traffic of the vast territory controlled 
by these three great lines may be col- 
lected into the coffers of the Termi- 
nal Company. The president of the Ter- 
minal Company, as indicated by his re- 
port, controls the entire system. He

“Article 4, section 2, paragraph 4, of 
the. constitution of Georgta, adopted im 
| 1877, long before the acquisition of this 
stock, constituting a majority control by 
its present holders, reads as follows: 

“ “Buying gtocks, etc., in other 60f- 
porations; competition. The general age 
sembly of this state shall have no power 
to authorize any corporation to duy 
shares, or stock in any other corpora- 
tion in this state or elsewhere, or to 
make an contract or agreement what- 
ever, with any such corporation, which 
may have the effect, or be intended to 
have the effect, to defeat or lessen com- 
petition in their respective business, oF 
to encourage monopoly, and all such con- 
tracts and agreements shall be illegal 
and void.’

4 
The general assembly shall have no poWe 
er to authorize any corporation to make 
any contract or agreement which may 
have the effect, or be intended to have 
the effect to encourage monopoly. The 
foregoing constitute four distinct inhibi- 
tions upon the power of the general @s- 
sembly and it goes without saying that 
any attempt of the legislature to legalize 
either or all of these forbidden aets 
would be ultra vires and void. Then 
comes 5. And “all such contractg and. 
agreements. shall be illegal and void.” 
What contracts 0 ragreements? Cleare 
ly, the contracts or agreements of cores 
porations which have the effect to de- 
feat or lessen competition or to eén-« 
courage monopoly. In other words, the 
constitution, after specifying the four 
things which the legislature shal] not 
do, then declares what acts of the cor- 
poration shall be void. ‘Contracts and * 
agreements’’ must refer to transactions 
of corporations, and not to acts of the 
legislature. This construction hag been 
accepted by the most eminent corpora- 
tion counsel engaged in numerous cases 
with valuable interests, when this court 
has adjudged it to exist, and there was 
no appeal. 

“*The attorney general of the state hae 
adopted the same construction, the leg- 
islature through its appropriate commit- 
tees have so construed it, and it Is the 
natural construction. .It Is the obvious 
construction. If there is any other con- 
struction, then the constitutional clause 
itself is utterly nugagory and the great 
constitutional lawyer whose pen drafted 
the clause and submitted it to the people 
for their approval has not understood 
the use and effectiveness of the language 
he sought to apply to the preservation 
of the right of property, the ex- 
‘Istence of a fair competition and the pre- 
vention of monopoly.

Shooting in Self-defense. 


Washington, July |.—A telegram was 
today received from Superintendent 
Goodman, of the McDowell agency 
Arizona, by the Indian bureau con- 
firming the report of trouble at that 
says the shooting by 
farmers grew out of an effort to re- 
move some troublesome Indians from 
the agency, which was undertaken on 
orders from Washington, and was in 
self-defense. -Mr. Goodman says. the 
lives of whites, friendly Indians and 
of the Indian police are in danger, but 
that the sheriff of Maricopa county, 
with seven others, is on the way to 
the scene of trouble, and that the 
territorial militia will be available if 
needed.

NEXT TUESDAY 


A. 0. Bacon Wil Be Given 
Toga Without Any 
Opposition. 


United States Senator A. O. Bacon will 

be reelected by the general assembly ! 
of Georgia on next Tuesday, July 9. 
‘This election will be a confirmation 
of the interim commission issued him 
by Governor Terrell on March 4, and 
his election next week will date from 
that date. 

It is provided that the legislature 
Shall elect a United States senator on 
the second Tpesday following its or- 
ganization, which brings the date to 
July 9. 

By the peculiar change brought about 
On account of the general assembly 
meeting in June instead of October, 
this eléction was deferred for eight 
months beyond the date which had 
been usual for such procedure in the 
years gone by. 

It resulted in a peculiar point as to 
what would happén when the term of 
Senator Bacon expired on March 4 and 
his election could not follow until the 
general assembly met in June and the 
election date rolled around in July. 

This was obviated, however, by the 
interim commission issued by Gov- 
ernor Terrell, and, as the senate was 
not in session after that date, there 
was no chance for the commission to 
be questioned in the slightest. 

The general assembly was instructed 
at the primary in August to cast its 
vote for Senator Bacon, and this will 
be done. 

He was not opposed at the polls, as 
John Temple Graves withdrew from 
the race months before the primary 
rolled around. 

The term to which he will be elected 
will carry his commission forward to 


March, !913.

Until Speaker Slaton snncuncsallns 
comn'ittees, the house cannot get down 
to business, and he stated yesterday 
that he was at work on this difficult 
task. and would probabiy read them 
out Wednesday or Thursday. 
But during that brief space 
were introduced two general bills 
which will be of great interest, and 
the first of which will revolutionize 
the educational system of Georgia. 
This measure was _ introduce by 
Messrs. Candler of DeKalb county and 
Holder of Jackson, amending the con- 
stitution of the state relative to the 
school system of Georgia so that the 
section which relates thereto carrying 
the words “in the elementary branches 
of English education only” shall be 
stricken out, and, when amended, 
shall read: “There shall be a thor- 
ough system of common: schools for 
the education of children ! Georgia, 
as nearly uniform as practicable, the 
expenses of which shall be provided 
by taxation or otherwise. These 
schools shall be free to all children 
alike, but there _ shall be — separate 
schools for both white and black.” 
This bill is.one of the briefest ever 
sent to the speaker’s desk, but its 
every line counts, and there will be a 
lively debate when it comes up for 
passage.

The second general measure of great* 


importance read for the first time yes- 
terday was by Messrs. Holder and 
Flanigan of Jackson county, providing 
for the establishment of a state insti- 
tution for the care of feeble-minded 
and epileptic children. 

This bill was followed up by a reso- 
lution calling for the appropriation of 
$2,000 to be available at once to de- 
fray the actual expenses of a com- 
mittee of one from the senate and two 
from the house to investigate available 
sites upon which this institution is to 
be erected as soon as the money for 
its maintenance becomes available. 
The bill calls for the creation of a 
board of trustees for the institute, 
with an annual salary of $100 per 
annum, who shall have charge of the 
erection and operation, of the insti- 
tute. It ts proposed to appropriate 
$100,000 for the erection of. the insti- 
tution and the primal cost of operat- 
ing it. In addition- to the dormitory 
it is provided that schoo’ houses and 
work hogwes shall be erected within 
the premises and tthe feeble-minded 
taught such education as their condi- 
tion will allow them, and that, in ad- 
dition, they be taught some trade. 

It is further provided that any child 
or person under twenty vears of age 
many be admitted to this institute, 
and in the event they become insane, 
be transferred to the state sanitarium 
at Milledgeville. It is made possible 
for all to attend this place, and it is 
provided that those who are able to 
pay the actual expenses of living and 
studying there do so, but those who 
are too poor are td be given the 
privilege. All monies collected to go to 
the support of the institute. 
In speaking of this bill, Mr. 
said, after the house adjourned: 

“Our purpose in introducing the bill 
is to take care of the children in the 
state who are weak-minded and epi- 
leptics and who are, now a_ burden 
upon their families. There are many 
such sufferers, and the institute we 
propose will be the very best place for 
the care of such. They will not grow 
up in idleness and without an oppor- 
tunity to be taught the simple trades, 
and will be given as much edueation 
as their weak minds can grasp.” 

No Sunday Excursions. 

A third important measure offered 
was that of Messrs. Warnell and 
Burkhalter of Tattnall county, and is 
timed at Sunday cheap-rate excur- 
sions. In it there is provided that no 
tickets be sold on railroads at less 
rate for travel on Sunday than any 
other day, and makes the violation of 
this act punishable as for a misde- 
meanor. 

Another prohibition bill was read in 
the house for the first time Monday, 
but it was local in application only. 
This was the measure introduced by 
Mr. Jones of Mitchell county, and 
placed the prohibitive tax of $30,000 
on dealers in intoxicating liquors in 
that county. 

The first bill calling for an increased 
salary among the capitol employees 
Was that of Mr. Perry of Hall, asking 
that the pay of the clerk to the state 
school commissioner be raised from 
$1,200 to $1,800 per annum. 

The house met, held its session and 
adjourned before Mr. Hall of Bibb got 
there. This will probably be the only 
time it can be said of him this ses- 
sion, as he is about the most punctual 
member of the house, and became con- 
spicuous through his absence.

Speaker Slaton called the house to or- 
der at 10 o'clock with quite a few ab- 
sentees, who came in on the later trains. 
Chaplain Parks offered a prayer, which 
was followed by the call of the roll 
and the reading and adoption of the 
journal of Gaturday. 

As there were no committees, none of 
the bills introduced last week could be 
reported upon and read for the second 
time, so the speaker called for the in- 
troduction of new matter, .

As it is now, the house 
seems divided between “letting + well 
enough alone” and enacting a straight out 
and out prohibition law. 

The greatest interest is attached. to 
the temperance committee, to which all 
such legislation has been referred, and 
there is promise that the sessions of 
this body will be more enlivening than 
those of the “new county committee.

is alse provided that a fee of 20 cents 
per p~ +t for malt liquors and 50 cents 
per pint for spirituous liquors shall be 


paid to said clerk, who shall furnish @ 
certificaté to be posted on the package. 

This is for the purpose of controlling 
jug shipments into Georgia from ot 
states which cannot be absolutely pro- 
hibited under the operations of the in- 
terstate commerce laws.

New York, July !1.—A _ sensational 
turn was given today to the case of 
Viola Boylan, the 9-year-old girl who 
was. found maltreated and murdered 
in the cellar of her parents’ home in 
Second avenue, when the girl's father, 
Thomas Boylan, was arrested. Boylan 
was held by the police charged with 
being a suspicious person. The police 
searched Boylan’s apartments, after 
which he was taken to the police sta- 
tion and questioned about the disap- 
pearance of the child.

Unfavorable weather for the crop in 
France, England and Germany was the 
chief cause of the advance in the con- 
tinental market. The local market, be- 
sides being bullishly affected by the 
strength abroad, was also strengthen- 
ed by weekly statistics and unfavora- 
ble crop reports from this country, 
World's shipments for the week were 
ahout !,000,000 bushels less than last 
week's movement and the amount. of 
breadstuffs on passage decreased 4,- 
840.000 bushels. Harvesting reports 
from the southwest vontinued to show 
small yield. From the northwest came 
reports that the spring wheat crop is 
making unsatisfactory progrem be- 
cause of dry weather. Commencing 
with a moderate advance, the local 
market continued to gain until 
price of all deliveries was more than 
2 cents above the close of Saturday. 
Realizing sales caused a slight decline 
in the last half hour, but the market 
closed strong. Deliveries on July con- 
tracts were 6,000,000, which was about 
what had been expected.
